Report of School Board. 


The first thing when we contemplated commencing our 
Spring term was to inquire into the financial condition for the 
year, and we found that we had about one hundred dollars less 
than last year, and more than two hundred less than two years 
ago. We saw at once that we should have to curtail our ex- 
penses if we wanted to hold the same length of schools as in 
former years. We have done so, and our transportation, per- 
manent repairs and incidental expenses are less; while the 
length of our schools are one week more than last year and 
one week less than two years ago. 

We did not deem it wise to reduce the wages paid the 
teachers, as they are now niggardly paid for the amount of 
work expected of them. 

The school house at East Sandwich has been painted inside 
and out the past season, and some other small repairs have 
been made on other school houses, and a few others will be re- 
quired the coming year. 

The exhibition in the Town Hall at the close of the Spring 
term will long be remembered, not only by the participants, but 
also by the hearers, as showing forth the ability of the teachers 
to impart and the capacity of the scholars to receive knowl- 
edge. 

The teachers remain about the same as last year, and the 
géneral result accomplished is all that could be expected. 

We have introduced the New Normal Reader into our 
schools, hoping to increase an interest in reading; for it seems 
that but little progress can be made in other studies until the 
scho'ar can read readily. To this end we wish the parents 
would take more interest and furnish suitable reading for their 
children, especially through the long winter vacation which 
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seems to be a great barrier to the progress of our schools. 

Let us all remember that to accomplish the most for our 
schools, there must be co-operation of teacher, scholar and 
parent. |
